Telegram carried an article on the 
scarcity of thread. Throurh the 
kindness of J. J. Cronin, president 
of the Batter Business club, the 
Chronicle-T*letr»m is In receipt 
of an article published in the Dry 
Goods Economist of recent date on 
this proposition part of which fol- 
lows: 


Retailers are writins in to the! 


Economist, asking how on earth 
it is that they can't get deliveries 
of so staple an article as spool cot- 
ton. Why, indeed, should

cotton be so expensive; as well as 
so scarce? Just what is the under- 
lying reason for it all? Well, the 
production of thread is at present 
subject to several conditions, eacfi 
of which is influencing the mar- 
ket.

Despite the frequency with which' electrical 


terms are explained; the meaning of such words 
as watt, kilowatt, volt and ampere remain more 
-or less vagtre and unreal to many electrical users, 
who listen to the explanation and say, "0, yes, I 
see," to the patient soul who tries to enlighten 
them. 


This does not argue a lack of intelligence. 


It is caused, rather, by the fact that electrical 
terms refer to something which can be neither 
seen, heard, tasted, felt nor visualized. Heat is 
felt; weight is "hefted;" distances are given ap- 
proximate measurements with the eye; numbers 
can be counted, and quarts or gallons visualized. 
But, somehow, watts and volts remain mysteries. 
\ et in this, as in all things, a simple rule-of- 


the-thumb may be found which will serve in a 


measure to visualke at least the more common 
of these terms—the watt. For watts may be 
translated into an equivalent of electric lights 
and- thus a basis for understanding may, be 
gained. 


The most coVnmonly used size of electric / 


lamp is the 40-watt size. Look on the bulb, near 
the -base, and you will find a small oval paperi 
label, upon which the lamp rating is printed; 
thus: "40 watts." At the standard rate of 10 
cents for 1,000 watts (one kilowatt), this lamj 
can be burned two and a half hours for a cent. I 
various common household appliances are tran,1 
lated into terms of 40-watt lamps, we have re 
sonable basis for understanding approximate 
what each consumes in current and what es1 
will cost to operate.

The Japanese explanation states 


that the train was seized by a sub- 
ordinate; officer who acted with- 
out authority, being cut off from 
communication with Japanese head 
quarters. 


High feeling has 
been caused 


among the Czechs by the incident 
because this train played a leading 
part in the Czech fighting in Si- 
beria. -It is now being- used to 
guard the rear of the evacuating 
Czech forces.
